About thii period, the Spanish author- 
ities attempted an intrigue with Wilkin- 
son, Sebastian, Innis and .Nicholas, all 
prominent men of Kentucky. From 
ITS?, when Wilkinson made his first trip 
to New Orleans, until he took part in the 
Indian war in 1701, he held constant in- 
tercourse with the Spanish provinces: 
but whether his plans reached only so 
far as to form a commercial treaty with 
those provinces that would secure the 
navigation of the Mississippi to the west, 
or contemplated a disunion of the west 
from the cast, is yet in doubt, lie, how- 
ever, in 1808, and again in 1811, was 
tried before a court martial on a charge 
af having received a pen-ion from Spain 
in consideration of his turning traitor 
aad effecting a disunion of the States, 
but was triumphantly acquitted. 

In the gammer of 1797. Thoaiie Pow- 
ers, ; gen? for CaraadPMt, Governor of 
tne Spanish Provinces, came toKeatoa 
i.^ from Louisiana, and sent a comma- 
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most valuable stock, and, from the ap- 
pearance of the leaks, it is quite evident 
that they were opened with false keys. 
The robbers selected upwards of $2000 
worth of rich brooches, breast-pins, rings 
and necklaces set with costly pearls and 
diamonds, which they carried off and 
nothing has since been heard of them. 

We have the details of still another 
extensive robbery to add to this alarm- 
ing record of crime. A few evenings 
since the French importing silk house of 
L. A. Freund,;\o. 20 Liberty street, was 
burglariously entered and plundered of 
silks and satins to the amount of fifteen 
hundred dollars, with which the thieves 
made good their escape. The premises 
were opened by prying off the iron hasp 
of a patent padlock, and then fitting a 
false key to the main lock. In all the 
robberies above enumerated no arrests 
whatever have been effected by the. po- 
lice, or any clue to the perpetrators'ob- 
tamed.

The Washington correspondent of the 
Charleston Mercury writes as follows : 

" 1 had recently the pleasure of hear- 
ing the criticism of Gen. Scott on the 
war in the Crimea. 1 look upon Scott as 
one of the greatest captains of the age, 
and 1 listened with great interest to his 
ideas. He says the allies committed a 
great blunder in delaying the attack 
upon Sebastopol as long as they did; that, 
immediately aft* r the raising of the seige 
of Silistria, they should have attacked 
Sebastopol, at which time there was a 
comparatively small force in the Crimea; 
that the allies cannot take Sebastopol 
unless they receive reinforcements giv- 
ing them a superiority of force, to the 
extent of from thirty to fifty per cent.; 
that the Russian si Idiers are the best in 
the world for defence; they never fly, but 
perish unless ordered to retreat. He 
thinks the allies labor under a great dis- 
advantage in having two commanding 
generals: that the road to victory is 
through unity of design. The inference 
I would draw from Gen. Scott's ideas is, 
that Sebastopol will not be taken ; for 1 
doubt whether the allies can throw such 
a preponderence of force there as is ne- 
cessary.

The Rights of Ci nzr.Nsmr Abroad — 
The following is the bill passed by the 
House of Representatives last session, 
and the Senate this session, to secure 
the right of citizenship to children of cit- 
izens of the United States, born out of 
the limits thereof : 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the U. S. of Amer- 
ica, in Congress assembled : That per- 
sons heretofore born, or hereafter to be 
born, out of the limits and jurisdiction 
of the United States, whose fathers were, 
or shall be at the time of their birth, cit- 
izens of the United States, shall be 
deemed and considered, and are hereby 
declared to be citizens of the U. States ; 
Provided, however, That the rights of 
citizenship shall not descend to persons 
whose fathers never resided in the Uni- 
ted States.

Let us examine first the resolution of 
the Regents t-anetioning Prof. Jewetfa 
expulsion from the ollice as Librarian. 

The PreanaWe dneinre* Prof. Jearett'a 
. xpulsion U have, been male by Secre- 
tary llenrv, under authority rested in 
him by the Regents, July 8, lS.Vl. It is 
as evident, then, as cause and effect can 
be, that the resolution of July t, 1834, 
iraa f or the purpose of placing Protoaaor 
JeweCt under the power of the. Seen tary. 
inasmuch as the expulsion followed the 
lesolution almost immediately. Raw 
what was Prof. Jewett's crime? 

Under the .act of Congress he had the 
eontrol of $'25,000, or live-sixths of tht 
ineome, for the purpose ol building up a 
library. The Regents had no legitimate 
control of this expenditure ; the simple 
letter of the law requiring the purchaae 
of books and articles for the museum to 
that amount. Of course this crippled 
Prof. Ilenry'a projects very much ami 
he accordingly set to work to break up 
the library avstem. Rut not by amend- 
ing the law ;" that was too doubtful an 
expedient. 

Prof. Jewett was disposed to be con- 
ciliatory. Under the earnest solicitations 
of those professors eonncctcd with the 
department of physics, riz: Bnird, (Suy 
ot and BtodgOt, he conceded much to the 
presaing demands of research. He ac- 
cepted 1 15,000 for library and museum 
both, when the law gave him $55,000 
for the library alone. This was gener- 
ous, but he had conceded too much ; 
Prof. Henry cut him down to $P2,500
